No Limit To 
The Red Ink ? 


The ceiling o n the U. S. natio nal debt has 
been quadrupled in the last 1 8 y ears, so the limit 
that Co ngress seems to change whenev er its 
appro priatio ns ex ceed inco me canno t be said to 
hav e been effectiv e. But that is no t to say that 
it has no t had a wo rthwhile influence in keeping 
federal spending do wn. 
A call fo r scrapping the practice o f hav ing 
a debt limit co mes in a study made fo l* the 
Bro o kings Institutio n. 
In an analy sis by Dr. 
Marshall A. Ro binso n, the debt limit is charged 
with a number o f sins. 
It is depicted as hav ing “ jeo pardized lo ng- 
range defense po licy , interfered with co mpensa­ 
to ry

recessio n, 
hampered 
pro per debt management po licy , fo stered bud­ 
getary subterfuge,” and “ increased the co st o f 
financing the go v ernment.” 
Quite a list o f sho rtco mings' In place o f the 
setup v v hich, it co ntends, permits such situatio ns, 
the Bro o kings surv ey suggests a flo ating debt 
ceiling that wo uld rise auto matically whenev er 
Co ngress v o ted o utlay s that ex ceeded go v ern­ 
ment inco me. 
Perhaps placing red ink as readily in reach 
as the Bro o kings Institutio n pro po ses wo uld be 
realistic, inasmuch as the limit has nev er stay ed 
put. 
But the statuto ry ceiling has required 
Co ngress to think twice abo ut deficit spending— 
because it has been necessary to raise the limit 
as well as co nsider whether the ex penditure was 
desirable.

The ceiling on the l\ S. national debt has 
pen quadrupled in the last 18 years, so the limit 
‘hat Congress seems to change whenever its 
appropriations exceed income cannot be said to 
have been effective. But that is not to say that 
it has not had a worthwhile influence in keeping 
federal spending down. 


A call for scrapping the practice of having 
a debt limit comes in a study made for the 
Brookings Institution. 
In an analysis by Dr. 
Marshall A. Robinson, the debt limit is charged 
with a number of sins. 


It is depicted as having ‘ jeopardized long- 
range defense policy, interfered with compensa- 
tory 
measures 
during 
recession, 
hampered 
proper debt management policy, fostered bud­ 
getary subterfuge, 
and "increased the cost of 
financing the government.” 


Quite a list of shortcomings' In place of the 
setup which, it contends, permits such situations, 
the Brookings survey suggests a floating debt 
reding that would rise automatically whenever 
Congress voted outlays that exceeded govern­ 
ment income. 


Perhaps placing red ink as readily in reach 


as the Brookings Institution proposes would be 
realistic, inasmuch as the limit has never stayed 
put. 
But the statutory ceiling has required 
Congress to think twice about deficit spending— 
because it has been necessary to raise the limit 
as well as consider whether the expenditure was 
desirable.
